This index is alphabetically arranged in one alphabet — author, subject and title — for 
the convenience of both librarian and patron. 

140 collections have been analyzed for this work, an addition of 51 new ys not included 
in the first edition. Selection of collections was made in the same manner as the original work, 
and suitable books which were published up to the year 1948 are included. 

In the field of dialogs it was decided to limit their inclusion to those of two characters 
only — really “dualogs.” 

700 subjects are included in this revised index, including cross references. Of this num- 
ber, 158 are new headings not found in the earlier work. The subject headings used, in most 
cases, have been “coined” especially for monologs and dialogs. The assignment of subject 
headings was determined by a consideration of two factors; (1) the choice of a monolog or 
dialog by users who want something in a given subject, (2) the location of a monolog or dialog 
by users who have forgotten the author and title but still remember the subject. There are no 
subject headings however, for humor, juvenile, male or female characters: these distinctions 
are indicated by abbreviations under each individual title entry. Since the majority of mono- 
logs and dialogs are humorous, it was decided to indicate only those that were not humorous. 

The original work was so well — that we feel all reference librarians will consider

127 collections have been analyzed for this new index. Originally the plan 
was to include only collections published from 1948 to 1958 to make this a ten- 
year supplement to the second edition. But in checking complete files of mono- 
logs and dialogs it was decided to include some others published prior to 1948 
which were not available for indexing in previous works. 


The index is alphabetically arranged in one alphabet by author, subject and 
title—similar to the previous volumes. The title entry is the main entry as in 
most dramatic indexes. The author is included only when specifically named in 
the text of the collection. 543 subjects including cross-references are listed in 
this supplement.

OUR FRONTISPIECE 
ROBERT BINGHAM DOWNS 
By RicHarp HARWELL 


In the quiet mountains of Western North 
Carolina around the turn of the century John 
M. Downs was a leading citizen of the coun- 
try village of Downsville—storekeeper, post- 
master, school teacher, county commissioner, 
state legislator. Robert Bingham Downs, 
his son, has made the world of librarianship 
his Downsville. 

Bob Downs is the master of so many li- 
brary specialties that he must be regarded 
as a remarkably accomplished generalist, not 
simply as a specialist. Officially he is Dean 
of Library Administration at University 
of Illinois; unofficially he is dean of library 
administration to the whole profession. He 
was a pioneer in the compilation of synthe- 
sized records of the resources of American 
libraries and is still the leading authority 
in this field. His wealth of experience in in- 


ternational librarianship is in itself a re- 
source to librarians all over the world. He 
is a teacher of distinction. As a bookman he 
is both reader and collector. And he is well 
known as an author and editor, in the field 
of general books as well as in several areas 
of librarianship. 

A vigorous and successful career has 
brought Mr. Downs more honors than usual- 
ly accrue to a man not yet old: honorary de- 
grees from Colby College, the University of 
North Carolina, and the University of Tole- 
do; the presidency of the American Library 
Association (1952-53), of the Association of 
College and Reference Libraries (1940-41), 
of the Illinois Library Association (1957-58). 
Not the least significant among his honors, 
however, is one which recently came spon- 
taneously from the students of his university, 
the 1960 Brown Derby Award of the Uni- 
versity of Illinois chapter of Sigma Delta 
Chi. The Daily Illini describes the award as 
one given annually “to the faculty member 
who has made the greatest contribution to 
the University community in the past or re- 
cent years.” 

Mr. Downs became Director of the Uni- 
versity of Illinois Library and Library 
School in the fall of 1943. To an impressive 
post — the directorship of a university li- 
brary nearing the two-million-volume mark 
and of a library school rapidly taking its 
place as one of the most distinguished in 
America — he took as a man of barely forty 
an impressive background. Just prior to re- 
moving to Illinois he had served for five 
years as Director of Libraries at New York 
University where he had achieved with re- 
markable dispatch the conversion of a com- 
plex and scattered system into a well inte- 
grated, efficient university library. 

His whole career has been marked by a 

personality that is quiet yet remind 
forceful and ability that seems almost un- 
limited. He began as a full-fi librarian 
at Colby in 1929. From Colby he was 
called to his Alma Mater, the University of 
North Carolina, as Assistant Librarian in 
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1931 and there succeeded Louis Round Wil- 
son next year as Librarian. Moving to 
N.Y.U. in 1938 he replaced Paul North Rice. 
When he went to Illinois in 194; he once 
again followed a librarian of great eminence, 
Phineas Windsor. To be the successor of 
such distinguished men and not suffer by 
comparison is no easy task, but in each new 
librarianship Mr. Downs has increased both 
his own stature and that of his library. 

“Largely under the guidance of Downs,” 
writes The Daily Illini of his career in Cham- 
paign-Urbana, “tke Library has spread its 
educational fingers into the Main Library 
here and 33 branch libraries on the Urbana 
and Chicago campuses housing nearly 4 mil- 
lion items. This ranks the University Library 
fifth in size among all American libraries. 

“Expansion has been the keyword of 
Towns’ tenure since 1943. With 3,209,404 
volumes now on i's shelves, the Library is 
growing at such a prodigious rate that 4 mil- 
lion volumes are expected to grace the Li- 
brary by 1968.” 

“Quality” would be equally admissable as 
a keyword to describe Mr. Downs’ work. 
Size alone is not greatness, and that fact he 
very well knows. He emphasized it in a state- 
ment in the University of Illinois’ Alumni 
News in March 1959: “Highly specialized 
collections built up around special subjects, 
the unusual books, the rare periodicals and 
newspapers, and unique manuscripts... , 
when added to the standard book collections, 
make the difference between good and 
great.” It is the acquisition of just such ma- 
terials that has made the University of Illi- 
nois Library great: the library and papers of 
Carl Sandburg, the most distinguished of all 
collections of Miltoniana, the Franklin 
Meine collection of American humor and 
folklore, the H. G. Wells papers, the Horner 
collection of Lincolniana, the Hollander eco- 
nomics library, omy Ingold collection of 
Shakespeareana, Tom Turner collection 
of Victorian literature, the Oberholser orni- 
thological collection, and the John Philip 
Sousa library of band music. 

Mr. Downs has been a leading ment 
of interlibrary cooperation. Typically, his 
concept of library cooperation is soundly 
based in a belief that, to be effective, it must 
be grounded in the broad principles of libra- 
rianship and not practiced simply as a gim- 
mick. He has served well in the founding 
and operation of the Midwest Inter-Library 
Center in Chicago and is currently chair- 
man of its board, but his philosophy of co- 
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operation has been even more directly ex. 
pressed in his functions as chairman of the 
Association of Research Libraries’ Commit. 
tee on the Farmington Plan, a cooperative 
acquisitions program whereby the presence 
of at least one copy of each important new 
foreign publication in a major American |i- 
brary is assured. Basic to library cooperation 
is an adequate guide to library holdings and 
Mr. Downs has made a number of fine con- 
tributions to this area of knowledge about 
American libraries: Resources of Southern 
Libraries (1938), Resources of New York 
City Libraries (1942), and American Li. 
brary Resources (1951). Also basic to pres- 
ent methods of library cooperation are union 
catalogs. In this area he is the editor of 
Union Catalogs in the United States (1942). 
Mr. Downs’ wide interests in world affairs 
and his belief in the worth of American ways 
of librarianship are reflected in the record of 
his activities. He went to Japan in 1948 to 
help organize the National Diet Library. He 
returned there in 1950 to survey the possi- 
bilities for establishing a library school in 
Japan. In 1952 he served as library adviser to 
the National Library and the National Uni- 
versity of Mexico. In 1955 he spent several 
months in Turkey as library adviser to the 
Turkish government and was instrumental 
in the establishment of the American-spon- 
sored library school at the University of 
Ankara. Last winter he made an extensive 
trip to South America in the interests of the 
Farmington Plan. He is currently chairman 
of a committee of the Association of College 
and Research Libraries which supervises the 
direction of two American Library Associa- 
tion-Ford Foundation projects in Burma. 
He has been equally concerned with na- 
tional library problems. In addition to hold- 
ing the presidency of ALA he has served as 
an ALA Council member and has been in 
many ways active in the Association. He has 
been active also in the work of the Associa- 
tion of College and Research Libraries and 
of the Association of Research Libraries. He 
has conducted or participated in surveys of 
a number of major libraries; those of the 
Louisiana State University, Cornel] Univer- 
sity, and the libraries of the. Richmond, Vir- 
ginia, University Center are les. In 
1949 he served as a visiting adviser for the 
Union Card Catalog of the Library of Con- 


Mr. Downs -has published widely in the 
field of librarianship. In addition to titles 
already mentioned others should be record- 
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ed: A Survey of the Libraries of a 
University (with L. R. Wilson and M. 
Tauber), The National Diet Library, Libre. 
ry Specialization (editor), and The Status 
of American College and University Libra- 
rians (editor). He is a frequent contributor, 
both to professional journals and general 
magazines, and is on the editorial boards of 
College and Research Libraries and Library 
Tr 

The First Freedom, a major publication of 
ALA, is Mr. Downs’ latest book. Published 
ip May, this is a truly monumental compila- 
tion of writings on literary censorship. In it 
Mr. Downs treats fully the cause of “liberty 
and justice in the world of books and read- 
ing” and demonstrates convincingly the ne- 
cessity of librarians holding firmly to the 
fixed principle that books convey a record of 
life that must remain always freely available 
to inquiring minds. 

Other of Mr. Downs’ writings also reflect 
his wide knowledge of books. His Books 
That Changed the World was first published 
by ALA in 1956 and soon followed with a 

rback edition by the New American Li- 
brary that has sold widely. Translations of it 
have been published in Benghali, Indonesian, 
Japanese, Korean, and Persian. Scheduled 
for September publication by Barnes & No- 
ble is a greatly expanded version entitled 
Molders of the Modern Mind. 

Just as books are the basis of his profes- 
sional interest they are also the source of his 
strongest recreational interest. Mr. Downs is

an authority -- American humor and owns 
an impressive collection of books in this 
area. With his wife, the former Elizabeth 
Crooks, he is the author of a guide, American 
Humor, published in 1938. His American 
Humorous Folklore was published in 1950 
from the manuscript he had delivered as the 
first Frank L. Walter Lecture at the Uni- 
versity of Minnesota in 1949. He is one of 
the co-authors of The Family Saga and Oth- 
er Phases of American Folklore, published 
last year by the University of Illinois Press. 

It’s a long way from Western North Caro- 
lina to the international librarian Bob Downs 
now is. But he still librarianship 
and life with the deceptive diffidence and de- 
termined diligence that have marked his ca- 
reer from its beginni After a boyhood in 
Asheville he went to a succession of jobs as 
a construction worker, a Wyoming ranch 
hand, a telephone lineman, and a forest 
ranger. Convincing timself of the value of a 
college education, he entered the University 
of North Carolina in 1922. There he started 
on the road that makes him the best possible 
example of the value of person-to-person re- 
cruiting for librarianship. Working as a stu- 
dent assistant he came under inspiring 
influence of Louis Round Wilson and Charles 
M. Baker, Librarian and Assistant Librarian 
at the University, and after library training 
at Columbia and two years of work in the 
New York Public Library became a libra- 
rian himself — and what a librarian!

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BRITISH WEST INDIAN FEDERATION THROUGH 1958: 
A BIBLIOGRAPHY

In 1958 a — federation of several British West India islands came into existence, after 

than a century of frustrated attempts. As early as the seventeenth century a federal Seatineete bad had 
been created in the Leeward Islands. It was destined to a very short life. In 1871 a federal set-up was 
imposed again, amid popular dissatisfaction, on the Leeward Islands. When the British Govern- 

ment sought to similarly unite the southern group of Windward Islands with Barbados, b riots 
of protest broke out in Barbados. The Government stayed its hand. Although a few voices urged the 
uniting of the Islands during the nineteenth century, and the early part of the twentieth, it took the 
first World War to spark an interest in England and the West Indies that would grow . The 
depression of the thirties not only caused economy-minded statesmen to consider consolidation, it re- 
sulted in riots and upheavals in the West Indies that led to an investigation by a royal commission. 

The recommendations of the Commission looked to federation as the future wessu = the area. The 
second World War brought an end to old colonialism among the emg, Oo aay and opened the 
doors to new arrangements. An historic conference at Montego Bay, Jamaica, in 1947 marked the 
turning point for the West Indies. The West Indians manifested a desire for union that Great 
Britain encouraged. By 1953 a plan was tentatively agreed a In 1956 ten colonies finally a 

on a definite plan, and Parliament passed an enabling act. Machinery was put in order, Trini 

selected as the capital, and a Governor-General appointed. On April 22, 1958, following the first 
elections for representatives, the federal legislature was inaugurated by H.R.H. Princess Margaret. 
Hope that “The West Indies” (the official name of the federation) would eventually become a member 
of the Commonwealth ran high. This hope, based on the success of the union, was expected to entice 
into membership the dependencies that had remained outside the federation: British Guiana, British 


Honduras, and the Virgin Islands. 
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JACK LONDON: A BIBLIOGRAPHY OF CRITICISM

An exhaustive compilation of Jack London's literary works remains yet to be done, but even 
less work has been done in bringing together critical and biographical data on London. In this 
direction only two distinctive contributions have appeared to date. One is the list of sixty-two items 
included by Lewis Leary in his Articles on American Literature, 1900 - 1950. The other is the able 
bibliography by Otto Chomet of Jack London works, reviews, and criticism in German. This 
was published in Bulletin of Bibliography, January and May, 1949. As another contribution toward 
a om and more extensive collection of writings about Jack London, I offer the following bibli- 
ography. : 

It is a list of books, pamphlets, articles and some newspaper references about Jack London 
published between the years 1900 and 1955. The list excludes all writings by London himself, ail 
book reviews, and all but a féw writings before 1900 or after 1955. Also no attempt has been made 
to include every reference to Jack London in the many literary histories and standard biographical 
reference works, though some of the more important of these have been included as containing 
valuable comment on the author. pieces of verse about Jack London appear with the ar. 


ticles in the third section of the list and are so designated. A few items in foreign languages have 
been included. 


In the main, information for each entry was taken from standard reference works, though on 
occasion it was necessary to consult the book or article itself. Reference sources made use of were 
those in the libraries of the University of California at Los Angeles and the University of North 


Carolina at Chapel Hill.
